SAN 
FRANCISCO, Oct. 28. — That 


China black, teas as well as China'greens 
have come under the official ban of the 
treasury department in.-spite of the as- 
sertion of local importers-,that the green, 
teas only were artificially' colored, Is the 
purpose of a message' received yesterday 
by a local Chinese paper. 


The tea situation-at San/Francisco has 


resulted in constant complaint by the 'Im- 
porters that the customs officials under 
Collector o£ the Port .Fred .S. Stratton 
had forbidden the passage of China teas 
into the country on the ground that the 
product was impure.. Tea experts from 
Washington have.been here and have es- 
tablished a -uniform test for the purpose 
.of finding coloring matter.-In teas. Fol- 
lowing their departure . Thursday 
for 
Seattle the local .importers expected a 
ruling from the collector. .None 
was 
forthcoming yesterday 
and 
only 
the 
promise that, a report wqurd be made in 
a day or two was-vouchsafed.'. 


500 PICULS HEUD UP. 


Meanwhile something like BOO piculs of 
China tea' have been forbidden entry and 
must go back .to China or., some other 
place outside the United States or be 
destroyed. Shanghai reports to a Chinese 
paper here that there are- '500,000 piculs 
of tea awaiting shipment t that must be 
diverted to another market. :. According 
to the Chinese'importers there is a. feel- 
ing that the action of the IJnltod. States 
was directed especially at -China: and.the 
American consuls -have : been' trying (o 
allay that feeling. 
The ruling applies to 
all teas and some exporters probably will 
be glad to abandon a process that has 
cost time and money. Either they must 
conform to the American ruling or seek 
other markets. .Many ol the 
Chinese 
growers will do so after concluding that 
the United States willfully interfered with 
an old and. established custom of the 
trade. 


REPORT 
FROM 
FOOCHOW. 


At Foochow a number 
of chests of 
China 'black tea have been subjected to 
chemical- analysis and coloring 
matter 
found in the product. . This was reported 
to Washington a week ago and resulted 
in an order to more closely inspect the 
China blacks. 
Probably ' the test established by Ex- 
perts Schlndlor and Berry will apply to 
the black as well as the green teas. 
Tha upshot of. tha whole tea contro- 
versy, according to local Chinese, is that 
the American importers will rather fore- 
go ordering China teas than 
take a 
chance on having the 
Imports barred. 
Meanwhile the treasury ruling has made 
the American tea market an unpopular 
institution in the tea growing district 
of the Flowery Kingdom.

• Professor Jahnke has been carrying on 
Ills experiments at the -wireless station 
on the summit of ICichoII Nob, where he 
2ms a study. 
It has been known for 
some time that rays of radium could be 
'seen in viewing an ordinary gas mantle 
through a spectroscope, although by no 
experiments could traces of It be found. 
It is by long- experimenting with bromide 
photo printing1 paper and sensitized plates, 
In co-operation with F. W. Snell, the 
local photographer, that Jahnko has 
finally been able to photograph a portion 
of the mesh of a gas mantle on the aen- 
;sltlve plate by means of the radium, in 
the mantle. 


The value ot tfye discovery rests in the 
fact that the thorium, of which the gas 
mantle contains large quantities, and 
which contains the tiny traces of radium, 
is found in large Quantities over the en- 
tire surface of the earth. Only a very 
Email amount of radium is to be found in 
many tons of thorium, but enaugrh, it is 
believed, to have a great effect on the 
rvalue of the precious metal.

Southern Pacific 
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The Irrigation Conference. 


The conference at Modesto, although somewhat stormy, has 


cleared the situation in regard to irrigation district bonds. 
THE 


.TRIBUNE trusts that the way has been paved for legislative action 
or constitutional enactment that will give irrigation district bonds a 
'better financial standing. First, it is advisable to get a judicial inter- 
pretation of the statute which the State Controller believes to be in 
conflict with the constitution, and then prepare a bill or an amend- 
ment to the constitution that will remove the disability the irrigation 
districts now labor under. 


.Senator John B. Curtiri and former Judge Curtis Lindley, both 


constitutional lawyers of acknowledged ability, are agreed that Con- 
troller Nye is right in his interpretation of the constitution. Senator 


• Curtin told the conference very plainly that he regarded the,statute 
making irrigation district bonds receivable as security for loans of 
public money as being invalid. In Judge Lindley's opinion the 
rj.atute is an attempt to read into the constitution something that is 
not there. . Hence, the Controller is abundantly, fortified by legal 
authority in the position he has taken. 


Nothing is gained by calling names and indulging in threats of 


recall. The Controller cannot be rightly blamed for following the 
law, and the Attorney-General would be recreant to his duty were 
lie to give a legal opinion to other State officers which he consid- 
ered unsound. It is not his business to sophisticate the law to meet 
special cases, and the effect of the law could, not be changed even 
if the Attorney-General could be induced to give it a wrong in- 
terpretation. 


The conference acted wisely in tabling the resolutions threat- 


ening the Controller and the Attorney-General with the recall. • It 
was presented obviously to intimidate officials in the discharge of 
their duty. Such methods are not only impolitic; they are contrary 
to public policy. Moreover, they provoke antagonism when good 
will and co-operation are necessary and desirable. Threatening, to 
recall an official will not remove the legal obstacles to be sur- 
mounted, and it is manifestly unjust to threaten with punishment a 
public official for doing his duty .in accordance with his lights and 
the dictates of his conscience. 


It is gratifying that the conference refrained from' 'hasty, un- 


rwise and impolitic action. By pursuing a fair, judicious and temp- 
erate course, an amicable understanding is reached and a basis .for 
concert of action established. It is to be presumed that the irriga- 
tionists will now have the cordial support of the Controller and 
the Attorney-General in their efforts to get the law modified. .'At 
[least we hope so. 


It is of vital importance that the ban should be lifted from the 


Securities of irrigation districts. The development of irrigation sys- 
4;erns on a co-operative plan is held in check by the fact that the 
(bonds of irrigation districts cannot be accepted as security for public 
money loaned to banks. 
For that reason the Commissioner of 


'Banks refuses to allow bank reserves to be invested in them. There- 
fore, irrigation district bonds are discredited in the money market 
"by the policy of the State. The policy should be changed. The irri- 
gation districts are organized and bonded under the'authority of 
the State, and there is no reason why an irrigation district bond 
should not be as good an investment as a school district'bond. The 
existing discrimination against irrigation bonds should be abolished 
for the general 'good of the State, and it is to be hoped- that Con- 
troller Nye and Attorney-General iWebb will actively co-operate-to. 
that end. 
.

Respite the adverse report of the naval construction board, to have 
the old monitor Puritan repaired and placed in commission. He 
would have better come to that decision before he had her shot to 
pieces as a target for the new high power guns. It would then have 
cost less to build her over. The Puritan belongs to an obsolete type 
and was built thirty-five years ago; her steaming radius is small 
and her speed very slow. She may be of some use, however, for 
coast and harbor defense. 


The Springfield, Mass., Republican rather disgustedly remarks 


that the Chicago conference was apparently a carefully worked up 
affair to boom Robert La Follete for President and was operated 
with tile precision of a well-oiled machine to that end. Of course. 
iWhat did the Republican think it was called for? It was not called 
to consider who should be nominated for President but to boost the 
La Follette candidacy, and, incidentally, to make a demonstration 
against President Taft. It was purely a L'a Follette affair from- be- 
ginning to end—working in perfect accordance with the La Follette 
method. Machine-made was stamped on every proceeding and on 
every utterance, save one—an impudent interloper asked an imper- 
tinent question about La Follette's former political affiliation with 
.Uncle Ike Step'henson and was promptly suppressed. There was 
a cry of "raus mitt him," and then the program was carried out as 
planned. It was an uprising of the people all right 


Where are the "good trusts" that Colonel Roosevelt used to 


talk about? President Taft does not seem to be finding any. More- 
over, his public speeches indicate .that he does not believe there 
•are any. 


Wall Street and Jrusf Prosecutions. 


Perhaps there is no connection between the recent announce- 


ment that a fund of $5,000,000 had been raised in Wall street to de- 
'feat Taft's re-election and the suit filed by the Attorney-General to 
compel the dissolution of the Steel Trust, but it is not unlikely. The 
story had the air of being a threat against some impending action., 
jThe vigorous prosecutions instituted againstother offending corpora- 
tions naturally implied that the Steel Trust would next be the object 
of legal attack. 
. 


The Taft administration had procured judgments of dissolution 


against the Standard Oil Company and the Tobacco Trust, and had 
compelled the Harvester Trust to dissolve under threat of prosecu- 
'tion. Such smaller combines as the Bath Tub Trust and the Coffin 
Trust took time by the forelock and dissolved to escape-theiprosecu- 
'tion that was certain to come. 


Now the big Steel Trust is attacked—a proof that the adminis- 


tration is playing no favorites, but is proceeding directly against the 
;most prominent and powerful offenders against the anti-trust lawis. 
'.Wall street had every reason to expect that the suit against the Steel 
;Trust was coming, and it would not be at all surprising; if the $5,000,- 
:000 story was set afloat in the hope-of-scaring, the administration 
:into letting the Steel Trust alone.

The Psyemenf on Sevenf/i Street. 


The paving of Seventh street is an example of how work of this 


kind should be done. Every person who has taken the trouble to 
givd it attention is outspoken in praise of the thoroughness with 
which this paving job is being -done. The specifications call for a 
pavement of the very best of its class, and the work is being done in 
strict accordance with the specifications. 


As a consequence, Seventh street will be the best paved thor- 


oughfare, in the city. It may be said that this will be 'due to the.fact 
that the Southern Pacific Company 'was required, to pave the street 
in accordance with specifications furnished by the Board of Public 
Works; but, nevertheless, the paving is an example of how such work 
ought to be done. There is no valid reason -why the pavements laid 
down on all the main thoroughfares should not be equally substantial 
and durable. When the specifications are high and the quality of the 
work superior, the pavements last longer and the cost of maintenance 
is relatively small. Moreover, high-class paving gives 
a street 


dignity, and nobility, and exerts a visible influence on the architec- 
ture along its frontage.. • 


One of the conditions attached to the franchise on Seventh 


street was that the Southern Pacific should pave the thoroughfare, 
the specifications to be made by the city. Under these specifications 
the railroad company let a contract by open competition. The work 
is under the constant inspection of railroad officials and inspectors 
of the Street Department. Both the city and the railway corpora.1 


tion.are making sure that the work is done right, that the contractors 
are laying the pavement in strict accordance with the specifications. 


The job is an expensive one, but it will be worth all it cost.: 


When finished it will be an object lesson. It will furnish a standard 
of excellence that should not hereafter be lost sight of. It will show- 
how paving can and ought to-be done. There is no reason why all 
main thoroughfares should not be paved equally well. Of course 
lighter paving •will answer on residence streets, but we are speaking 
now of streets which are required to stand'heavy traffic. 
On all 


such highways the paving should be of the same durable class as that 
being laid on Seventh street.

MINING 
TITLES 'AND LAW 


Agitation, for a change in the law of 


mining; titles Is advocated by government 
officials., 
Tlie prospector finds his ore 


between two well-defined walls of a vein. 
Because of their conformation they are 
known as tlie "hanging1," the upper wall 
and the "foot," or lower wall, tho vein 
usually being slant. The mountain which 
holds these,' "walls" has been thrown into 
place by the forces of nature, and In the 
shock these' walls usually become irreg- 
ular. 
They wander' In .changing direc- 


tions. 
"What the miner looks for, and 


what he locates,, Is not the surface, but 
tho mineral values that axe contained 
between these two walls, as they dip 
down through the earth. These minerals 
are his property, and It Is'to these .that 
tho government .glvea Mm a deed, though 
it Includes in the <le'ed sufficient surface 
ground to enable the miner to erect 
buildings and to take out his ore by 
means of shafts,,/ tinder the present 'law 
the miner can follow his ore wherever It- 
may, go underground, as he would follow 
and 'claim- his lost .horse or stray dog 


AS TO COLDS 


Colds aro generally a, seasonable topic 


In this region; perhaps never more than 
at this most delightful time of year. There 
are summer colds and winter colds, and 
of course capricious spring has a varied 
assortment all her own. But the autum- 
nal cold Is sul generis, or euorum gen- 
crum, in its protean potencies. It com- 
bines in. one monstrous congeries of ills 
the colds of the hot weather which is 
waning and the cold weather which Is 
approaching and all the several, and sepT 
erate. rose colds, summer asthmas, hay 
fevers and autumnal catarrhs. , It uses 
as its .lethal stock.. In. trade all.'the .Vicis- 
situdes, of delayed furnace fires; and.be- 
lated changes of clothing and early frosts 
and Intrusive drafts, and even employs 
the chromatic splendor of the out-of- 
door world to lure Its. victims to their 
doom. 
Of course, tho sleeping sickness 


and pneumonic plague and others are 
grave Ills. But .they are far away, while 
the autumnal cold Is here, Just now. 


The error la In supposing that any one 


can keep from catching cold by dress, or 
housing or what not, Just as he can keep 
himself warm In winter or dry in rainy 
weather. He cannot do so, for the rea- 
son that a cold Is not caught In the sup- 
posed fashions, but Is always the- result 
of bacterial Infection, and the mischiev- 
ous germs can enter tho system indoors, 
as well as out and In a dead calm, as 
well as In a draft. 
One of these days 


we shall probably have an anti-cold se- 
rum. Inoculation with which we will cure 
colds In those who have them and give 
immimlty to those who have not; though 
seeing that the cold is the result of .the 
combined activities of three separate and 
distinct tribes. of bacteria tha concoction 
of the lymph will be a complex task. 
Until then all that can be said Is that 
decreased vitality, Invites and facilitators 
the pernicious attentions of the bacterial 
triplico, while, conversely, maintenance 
of robust vitality, particularly through 
preservation of equable temperature of 
the body by proper care of its surface, 
affords all .possible protection, If'not en- 
tire Immunity. Of the effect on vitality 
of volunteer advice and prescriptions dis- 
cretion forbids us to speak. It would not 
be well to Incite the victims of colds to 
vengeance!—New 'York Tribune.

NEW CHINA AT CLOSE RANGE 


China, we think of it more or less as tlie 
unreasoning outbreak of Mongolian sav- 
agery. There la savagery In these pheno- 
mena, oral truly enough.It Is Mongolian; 
but we have tho testimony of does nb- 
Eervers. now. and again, to the effect that 
Chinese protests expressed in-vlolence are 
not altogether -unreasoning; nor do they 
lack the motives which urge toward viol- 
ence in all families of the human race.

| BOYS, GIRLS AND THE FARM 


Professor-Benson of' the Department of 


Agriculture^, tells an interesting' story 
about .the revolution that has taken place 
In some parts of tho country in "the atti- 
tude of country hoys and girls toward 
the farm. In the sprtns of 1907 he be- 
gan an experiment to show the result of 
teaching something about agriculture to 
scholars In. the rural schools. 


"In March, 1907," saya Professor Ben- 


son in an address delivered before a com- 
mittee of the Council of Grain 
Ex- 


changes, "I sent out a circular to thirty- 
four schools In one county In Iowa ask- 
ing the teacher these Questions: 


"How many boys above the fifth, grade 


In your school expect to be farmers when 
grown to manhood? 


"How many of the girls expect •when 


grown, to womanhood to have anything 
to do with tho. farm home and rural life? 


"Out of a total of 164 boys enrolled in 


the - thirty-four rural schools above tlie 
fifth, grade 157 said, rWe will have noth- 
ing to do with farming In any shape or 
form; we will be doctors, lawyers, preach- 
ers, statesmen, Presidents of the United 
States, anything but farmers.' 


"Now this would not be interesting- un- 


less I give you the results obtained last 
spring (1910). 
There wa-s then «a-total 


enrollment of 174 boys In these same 
thirty-four schools. I sent out to them 
the same letter and.the same questions, 
with the same precautions, and got the 
following' report: 


"Out of the 174 boys, 1G2 had changred 


their minds or had decided that they 
would be. farmers or have- something to 
do with the directing of farms, and not 
only there, but somewhere- else. And 
still twelve of them persisted in not hav- 
ing anything1 to do -with-fanning. 
One, 


I remember, was to be a rural school 
teacher, and two or three of the others 
were going to be merchants, one a hanker 
and so on. 


"One 
of 
the chief reasons for tha 


changes that had been made was that I 
saw to It after getting the flrst report 
that every teacher In thoso thirty-four 
schools should get to •work at once and 
teach by correlation, by general lessons 
and by class study the elements and rudi- 
ments of agriculture and home econom- 
ics^ and I succeeded that very year In 
getting thirty-one out of thirty-four to 
work. 


"Then the girls j we must not leave 


the girl .Question oiit of this. In thosa 
thirty-four schools there were 174 girla 
enrolled. 
On the first census we have 


163 girls who did not wish to remain 
on the farm and eleven who would stay 
on tho farm. Weil, that Is a rather dis- 
astrous condition of affairs. But at tha 
close of three years' work along this line 
in these same schools out of a total en- 
rollment of ITS girls, 161 of them said: 
TVo will have something to do, with the ' 
direction of the farm home,* and seven- 
teen of them still persisted In going ta 
the city."—Portland Telegram.

Derelict Not a Comet, but 


Only a Common 


Asteroid 


OP CALIFORNIA, Oct. 
28.—Observations of Palisa's 
asteroid, 


frequently misnamed a comet since Its 
discovery "was reported, October. 3, began 
at the students' observatory here and at 
Lick observatory on Mount Hamilton last 
night. It was rediscovered the previous 
night through the lenses at the Royal 
observatory, 
Greenwich, Eng-., and the 


news of Its' having again been found was 
promptly, telegraphed here. 


The new asteroid, M. T., was first 


sighted by Palisa at Vienna October 3 
and was seen almost simultaneously by 
Pechull at Copenhagen. It "was then lost 
for more than a fortnight "until its re- 
discovery Thursday night. 
Having re- 


tceived prompt iadvlces, the 
California 


astronomers expect to be able to compute 
the orbit of the asteroid, with its dis- 
tance from the sun and the earth, within 
a.few days. 
Said Prof. O. A. Leuschner today: 
"The asteroid is interesting because of 
its .remarkable speed. It is moving par- 
allel to the equator and traveling- six 
miles faster than the earth. The earth 
makes nineteen miles a'second;-while the 
asteroid Is moving at a rate of twenty- 
five miles a second. 
Undoubtedly the 


object has approached very close to the 
earth." 


Astronomers have always encountered 


difficulty in their observations 
of as- 
teroids, owing, to " their resemblance to 
fixed stars. The photographic process is 
employed. An asteroid, moving through 
the area being photographed, will appear 
as a 'short line of light, owing to Its 
changing: position relative to the fixed 
stars and to the focus of the camera, 
"Writers on astronomy have generally as- 
signed the positions of the orbits of the 
bodies as between' Mars, the fourth 
planet in position from the sun,' and 
Jupiter, the fifth in position.
